A SMETHWICK parcel firm 
has ploughed £4.3m into 
three new state-of-the art 
depots, to create up to 150 
jobs. 

DPD in Roebuck Lane, 
wants to increase the 
number of parcels it 
processes in an hour. 

It comes after parent firm 
GeoPost UK which operates 
under the brands of DPD 
and Interlink Express, 
announced last month they 
were planning a £20 million 
extension at the base in 
Smethwick to create 250 
jobs. 

The company will create 
up to 70 jobs at a new £1.5m 
depot, a new £2.3m purpose 
built site in Southampton 
with up to 30 new jobs, and 
50 new jobs in Scotland. 

DPD chief executive 
Dwain McDonald said: “In 
recent years we have seen an 
unprecedented increase in 
our parcel volumes. 

“Deliveries on behalf of 
the e-commerce industry 
now represent half of our 
business and we expect this 
growth to go from strength 
to strength. Successful 
delivery is a crucial part of 
the home shopping experi¬ 
ence and this announcement 
underlines our commitment 
to improve our service.” 

The company has also 
revealed it is looking to 
recruit 150 temporary 
workers for Christmas. 

Shake-up for 
buses on way 

MAJOR changes are to be 
made to the bus network in 
Sandwell, the transport 
authority Centro has 
announced. 

It follows a major review of 
the borough’s bus network.

FEARS OVER RIAN TO 
RAISE PARKING FEES

PLANS to double the cost 
of parking at council car 
parks in Sandwell have 
been criticised as a blow 
for shoppers and traders. 

The borough council is looking at 
proposals which would see car parking 
in central West Bromwich rise from 40p 
per hour to 80p per hour, and from 20p 
to 40p per hour at car parks outside the 
town. 

Charges will also be introduced at 19 
new sites in Sandwell, if the plans are 
approved. The new charges could be 
brought in from April next year. 

The plans have been met with dismay 
from traders and business leaders who 
fear trade will be hit. 

Borough neighbourhoods boss Coun¬ 
cillor Ian Jones will discuss the propos¬ 
als tomorrow (Friday). They would see 
charges brought in at car parks in 
Cradley Heath, Old Hill, Smethwick 
and Great Bridge. 

It is also proposed to restrict the 
maximum period of waiting to four 
hours in the car parks at Market Place 
and Lower High Street in Cradley 
Heath. 

Struggling 

Current charges in central West 
Bromwich are 40p per hour and £2 per 
day, and half of that outside West 
Bromwich. 

The proposals would see charges rise 
to £4 for more than four hours in West 
Bromwich and £2 for the same time 
outside West Bromwich. Charges apply 
from Monday to Saturday between 8am 
and 6pm. 

Tony Roper, of the Great Bridge 
Traders Association, said: “This is just 
another blow for all the towns in the 
borough. This will hit the businesses 
which are struggling the most.” 

Sandwell Chamber of Commerce 
president Ninder Johal added: “The 
high street is already under pressure 
and my fear is that if this went ahead, it 
could drive people further away.” 

Councillor Ian Jones, said no decision 
has yet been made. 

“These are officer’s proposals and I 
will look at representations and make 
the final decision on Friday.”

A LIFELONG West Bromwich Albion fan 
whose life was saved when he suffered a 
cardiac arrest at a game at The Hawthorns, 
returned to the club as guest of honour. 

Stewards, paramedics and supporters 
sprang into action to save the life of fan Des 
Humphries after his heart stopped beating 
shortly before the derby against Aston Villa 
in April. 

And on Saturday the 82-year-old from 
Stourbridge was invited back by the club as a 
VIP guest at the fixture against QPR. 

The drama happened in the ground’s East 
Stand. When Des became ill, his friend, off- 
duty paramedic Phil Turton who sits near 


him, realised that something was wrong. 

He called Albion’s assistant chief steward 
Phil Clarke and senior licensed steward Mark 
Haywood to help. 

They began resuscitating the Handsworth- 
born season ticket holder as paramedics 
made their way to him. 

Des was revived by the paramedics using 
defibrillators and heart massaging tech¬ 
niques. 

He later underwent a triple heart bypass 
operation and had to stay at Sandwell and 
Wolverhampton hospitals for eight weeks to 
recover. 

He made such good progress that he was 


able to make his Hawthorns return to watch 
his beloved Baggies beat Liverpool on the 
opening day of the season. And on Saturday 
Des, his son Nigel and friend Phil Turton 
were invited to be boardroom guests by 
Albion chairman Jeremy Peace. 

Des said: “I am incredibly lucky to be here. 
If it had not been for the prompt reaction to 
my situation things might have been very dif¬ 
ferent. 

“I must also thank the club for the interest 
they paid to my condition afterwards, to the 
point where one of my surgeons received a 
call from Roy Hodgson to see how I was, just 
before he left.” 


Rewards 
for council 
staff with 
no sickies 

STAFF who notch up 100 
per cent attendance with 
Sandwell Council could be 
rewarded with vouchers and 
leisure passes under a pro¬ 
posed new scheme. 

Health insurance is also 
among the incentives up for 
grabs for those who do not 
take a day off sick in a 12- 
month period. Last year 
staff at the authority took an 
average of nine days off sick. 

But the move has been 
criticised as a bribe to staff 
for doing their jobs. 

A report outlining the 
scheme will be discussed at a 
meeting of Sandwell council 
on Monday. 

If approved, a pilot would 
begin in January and all 
those with 100 per cent 
attendance would be 
entered into a draw to 
receive a reward. Maternity 
and disability-related 
absences and injuries at 
work would be excluded. 

Rewards have been agreed 
with Sandwell Leisure Trust 
in the form of leisure passes, 
and with the Birmingham 
Hospital Saturday Fund 
health insurance provider. 
BT will contribute £200 in 
vouchers. 

Councillor Mahboob 
Hussain said the initiative 
was a way of thanking com¬ 
mitted staff during difficult 
times. 

But Robert Oxley of the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance said the 
council “shouldn’t have to 
bribe staff to pitch up to do 
the job they are paid for”.

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Fire bosses ask for redundancy volunteers 


MORE than 200 support staff at 
West Midlands fire service have 
been asked to take voluntary redun¬ 
dancy. 

The service is asking for the 
redundancies as it seeks to cope with 
Government funding cuts of £10 
million between 2011 and 2013. A 
total of 214 workers will be affected 
including 56 cleaners, 28 cooks and 
130 other support workers. Bosses 


hope asking for people to take volun¬ 
tary redundancy will avoid compul¬ 
sory job losses. 

This comes just a week after it was 
revealed that more than 2,000 staff 
were being consulted on proposals to 
change employees’ contracts to cope 
with cuts. 

A letter from the authority to the 
Fire Officers’ Association trade 
union, said: “A voluntary redun¬ 


dancy exercise will seek to enable 
the service to bring about the 
changes without the need for com¬ 
pulsory redundancies.” 

Fire Officers’ Association 
spokesman Alan Tranter said: “The 
number of people involved is signifi¬ 
cant. In the opinion of the associa¬ 
tion, this is a depressing reflection of 
the pressures created by cuts in 
public service funding.” 


But David Johnson, the service’s 
director of human resources, said: 
“It is not the case that we are 
looking to shed more than 200 
support staff.” 

He said the voluntary redundancy 
exercise showed the organisation 
was committed to doing everything 
possible to avoid compulsory redun¬ 
dancies, including a recruitment 
freeze since 2009.

The refurbishments, 
which included modernising 
windows, drainage and fit¬ 
tings, have given the blocks 
an extra 10 years of life.

Council aims to buv petrol station site 


SANDWELL Council is looking to 
buy an old petrol station site to 
create a large piece of development 
land. 

Council chiefs want to buy the old 
filling station on the junction of 
Burnt Tree and Tividale Road, 
Tipton, from Esso. 

The plan is to incorporate the 
land, just a stone’s throw from the 
new Tesco superstore, into a larger 


council-owned site, and market it 
for development. It comes despite 
the authority needing to save £75 
million by 2015. Critics say the 
council should not be spending the 
money, while jobs are being lost due 
to cuts. 

But borough regeneration coun¬ 
cillor Derek Rowley says that buying 
will raise the value of neighbouring 
council-owned land, pull in big 


developers - and better returns for 
the authority. 

Councillor Tony Ward, leader of 
the Sandwell Traditional Independ¬ 
ent Party, said: “It would seem 
rather unfortunate they should be 
spending money like this when they 
are cutting so severely elsewhere. 

“I imagine that land should cost a 
few bob, given that it is a prime site. 
The council could instead be spend¬ 


ing that money on keeping people’s 
jobs.” 

Tory Councillor Mavis Hughes 
added: “We do need more houses in 
Sandwell, but Burnt Tree is a very 
busy crossroads. Is this really the 
right place for us to be trying to 
build larger developments?” 

Councillor Rowley said: “Money is 
set aside for this so we can do good 
business for the taxpayer overall.” 


Progress at academy, 
say Ofsted inspectors 


ONE of Sandwell’s biggest 
schools is making satisfactory 
progress after being told it 
must improve pupil attainment. 

The Phoenix Collegiate Academy was 
branded inadequate by Ofsted in a report 
published in March. 

That’s the lowest rating which can be 
given on the four-point scale. 

School bosses were given a notice to 
improve and inspectors returned on Sep¬ 
tember 20 to carry out a progress check 
at the specialist sports, business and 
enterprise secondary, in Clarkes Lane. 

They have now released their new 
findings. The new report from the lead 
inspector says: “Having considered all 
the evidence I am of the opinion that at 
this time the school is making satisfac¬ 
tory progress in addressing the issues for 
improvement and in raising the pupils’ 
achievement.” 

Inspectors who visited the school last 
month said pupils’ achievement was gen¬ 
erally getting better, particularly in 
mathematics. 

Quality 

But they highlighted a decline in the 
overall number of students expected to 
make progress in English. 

The report said: “the quality of teach¬ 
ing ranged from outstanding to that 
which requires improvement. The 
school’s increasing base of evidence con¬ 
firms that while some inadequate teach¬ 
ing remains, the proportion has 
decreased significantly.” 

The report also praised new head Gary 
Hill, who took charge in the summer. 
Previous head Brian Heavisides 
announced his retirement in January. 

Phoenix Collegiate Academy was 
created in 2010 following the merger of 
Manor Foundation, in Friar Park Road, 
Wednesbury, and Menzies, in Clarkes 
Lane, West Bromwich. 

Sandwell Council’s education boss 
Councillor Bob Badham said: “The 
progress by Phoenix is what I would 
expect at this stage. I think it’s on track. ”

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New life 
planned 
for old 
pub site 

NEW plans to turn a former 
pub into a restaurant creat¬ 
ing 20 jobs, have been drawn 
up. 

Bosses want the Tipton 
site, which would also have a 
takeaway facility, to be open 
until 5am at the weekends. 

Proposals have been sub¬ 
mitted to bring back to life 
the former Plough Inn on 
Tividale Road close to the 
Burnt Tree Junction on the 
Sandwell and Dudley border, 
which has been closed since 
2009. 

A planning application for 
the scheme states that the 
takeaway element of the 
restaurant would be open 
from 6pm to 4am every day. 

The restaurant would be 
open from noon to 4am, 
Monday to Fridays, and then 
until 5am on Saturdays, 
Sundays and bank holidays. 

Documents add that 10 
full-time and 10 part-time 
positions would be created. 

The site already has 24 car 
parking spaces, which 
bosses intend to keep. 

They also want to create 
two disabled parking spaces. 

The Plough Inn was put 
on the market in April 2009 
for £245,000. 

The Victorian pub, just off 
the main A4123 Birming¬ 
ham New Road, was put on 
sale by property agents 
Fleurets, on behalf of 
Marston’s. 


Flu jab plea 
to people 
most at risk 

WEST Midlands Ambulance 
Service has urged people at 
risk of catching flu to protect 
themselves with a jab. 

The service said out¬ 
breaks affecting a large 
number of people could 
cause problems by putting 
public services under pres¬ 
sure. 

Director of nursing and 
quality Sandy Brown said: 
“Most people will be pro¬ 
tected against flu by having 
the vaccination. 

“Although it doesn’t give 
100 per cent protection, if 
you have the vaccination 
and still go on to get flu, you 
are much less likely to have 
serious complications. 

“The flu jab is completely 
safe,” he added. 

The jab is free at GP sur¬ 
geries for people with 
chronic conditions, carers, 
over-65s and pregnant 
women. 


Soap idea puts skids under greedy squirrels

VOLUNTEERS at a West 
Bromwich park have come up 
with a novel way of stopping 
squirrels from making a meal of 
bulbs planted as part of a restora¬ 
tion scheme. 

Crocus bulbs planted at Dart¬ 
mouth Park were dug up by the 
squirrels. 

Volunteers have tried to mask 
the smell of their next batch of 
600 daffodil bulbs by sprinkling in 
grated soap while planting. 


The park’s friends group secre¬ 
tary Carol Hartill explained that 
while some of the volunteers 
grated the soap, others dug the 
holes and sprinkled in the soap. 

She said: “They managed to 
plant around 600 bulbs. Fingers 
crossed that when the gardeners 
arrive for their next session the 
bulbs are still in place.” 

The second phase of the park’s 
£6.3million restoration began last 
month. 


It includes improvements to 
the footpaths, transforming the 
depot area into a car park and 
turning the former bowling green 
into a picnic area. 

This work is costing £1.7 
million and has been partly 
funded by the Heritage Lottery 
Fund and Sandwell Council. 

This phase of the restoration 
includes improvements to all the 
footpaths, and the Herbert Street 
and Dagger Lanes entrances. 


It will also see the boundary 
wall realigned at the existing car 
park in Reform Street to inte¬ 
grate it into the park so it will be 
more visible from West Bromwich 
town centre. 

The work at the Victorian park 
is being undertaken by GF Tom¬ 
linsons who also successfully 
built the West Bromwich Crema¬ 
torium, and it is due to take 65 
weeks. 


Borough bids to control 
'chuggers' in town centres 


A CRACKDOWN on charity 
collectors is to be launched in 
Sandwell, reducing the areas 
and days of the week on 
which they can stop shoppers 
and ask for donations. 

In July, it was revealed the council 
was in the early stages of drawing up a 
policy to regulate so-called “chuggers” 
or “charity muggers”. 

A Government report earlier this 
year said they were “suffocating” high 
streets and hitting businesses as shop¬ 
pers stayed away to avoid them. 

Now the authority is in talks with 
the Public Fundraising Regulatory 
Authority, to reach a voluntary agree¬ 
ment. 

In Wolverhampton, fundraisers are 
only allowed to collect in two city 
centre streets on three days a week, 
after restrictions were approved by 
senior councillors. 

Regulation 

A detailed reported is to be presented 
to Sandwell chiefs for decision tomor¬ 
row (Friday). 

Councillor Ian Jones, the borough’s 
neighbourhoods chief who will be pre¬ 
sented with the report, said: “The 
exact detail is not settled yet as far as I 
know. 

“We are not trying to stymie the 
efforts of charity collection, but we 
have a situation where people turn up 
unannounced on any given day, and it 
is to the detriment of local charities. 

“People have only got so much 
money and it is difficult when there is 
a range of charities in town centres at 
any one time asking for money, so it 
does need better regulation. 

“The issue facing Sandwell is no dif¬ 
ferent to that in other cities around the 
UK.” 

Major changes are being recom¬ 
mended nationwide to the way that 
charities get funding. 

Shoppers in the region have com¬ 
plained they are being forced to “run 
the gauntlet” through town and city 
centres, which are already seeing a fall 
in trade with the recession and the rise 
of online shopping. 


Slimline Joanna enjoying her life again 



JUST a year ago Joanna 
Willis was so overweight she 
hid away in the evenings 
and binged on junk food. 

The stunning 33-year-old 
has managed to lose seven 
stones in seven months, 
dropping from a size 16 to 
size 10, after being inspired 
by a friend’s illness. 

The sales manager from 
Oldbury admits she avoided 
dating after her weight bal¬ 
looned to 17st, but the death 
of a close friend inspired her 
to try a new diet and slim to 
a healthy lOst 31bs. 

The transformation gave 
her the confidence to date 
again - and she is already 
enjoying a new romance. 

Joanna said: “I wasn’t 
really bothered about 
finding someone to love 
because I was completely 
paranoid about the way I 
looked.”

Ding in tune for schools

MEET Ding the musical dog, a rare breed who has been a 
howling success with schoolchildren across the region. 

Ding, one of a handful of New Guinea Singing Dogs in the 
UK, has been taken in by wildlife education firm Tropical 
Inc, an animal sanctuary that visits schools across the 
region showing off its collection of exotic animals. 

The breed looks like a smaller version of the Australian 
Dingo and is renowned for its distinctive howling noise and 
flexible spines that allow them to climb trees. 

Ding was born in a zoo, but was sold to a private keeper 
who struggled to look after him and now he is in the care of 
Stephen Rowlands’s company. Mr Rowland, of Oldbury, 
said: “People look at him and the first thing they say is ‘is 
he a fox?’ But once they find out about him they are very 
interested. He’s a bit of an ambassador for his species.” 
Ding, aged three, is being cared for at Tropical Inc’s sanctu¬ 
ary in Worcestershire. 
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Taxpayers foot the bill 
for driving test strikes 


STRIKES by driving examiners 
cost taxpayers nationally more 
than £197,000 in cancelled 
tests in three months. 

Four walkouts ranging from two hours 
to a full day between May and July 
resulted in 2,582 practical tests being 
cancelled. 

But in the West Midlands, only seven 
tests were cancelled. 

On the strike days, candidates were 
told they would only get a refund if they 
turned up because test centres could not 
predict how many examiners would walk 
out. 

A spokesman for the Driving Stan¬ 
dards Agency said four tests at Wolver¬ 
hampton and three tests at Lower Gornal 
were affected by strikes. 

At the centres in Wednesbury, 
Cannock, Lichfield and Stafford, no tests 
were affected. 

He said the cost of the 2,582 tests can¬ 
celled nationally came to £161,097.40. 

Processed 

Deductions to wages of the staff who 
took part in strikes totalled £60,837. 

By the end of August the DSA had 
received 779 claims for out-of-pocket 
expenses as a result of strike action. 

It had processed 645 of these claims 
and paid out £36,218.44. A full day’s 
strike was held on May 10 followed by 
two-hour strikes on June 8 and 15 and a 
three-hour strike on July 13. 

Aidan Burley, Tory MP for Cannock

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Region's glass industry 
pioneer dies, aged 79

A “PASSIONATE” and “hardworking” man 
who had a major part in the Black Country’s 
glassmaking industry has died aged 79. 

Michael Davies, founder of the Bridge Crystal Glass 
Company and Kinver Crystal, died after an 18-month battle 
with prostate cancer. Mr Davies, of Stourton, was also a 
member of Kinver Parish Council for two decades. 

Son, Neil, 59, said: “He was a great innovator, a man pas¬ 
sionate for the glassmaking industry and hardworking. I’m 
proud to call him my father. ” 

Mr Davies, who died on 
September 16, left Audnam 
School, Stourbridge, at 14, 
to work at a garage before 
joining the forces until 
1958. 

He started Bridge Crystal 
Glass Company, Bridge 
Street, Cradley Heath, 
which merged with table¬ 
ware firm Old Hall. At its 
height the firm employed 80 
people. It was sold to US 
firm Prestige and Mr Davies 
started Kinver Crystal, in 
Fairfield Drive, in 1981. 

Retired 

He sold that firm and ran 
another crystal-making firm 
in Amblecote for four years - 
up to his 74th birthday, 
when he retired. 

He was on Kinver Parish 
Council for more than 20 
years. Councillor Brian 
Edwards said: “His death 
was a sad day for the parish 
council.” 

His son said: “He had a 
strong passion for the glass 
making industry. He used to 
get upset about the industry 
in the area fading out.” 

Mr Davies is also survived 
by his wife Patricia. His 
funeral was held last week.

He said: “I’ve got to be honest, it 
doesn’t sound like it would have been 
nice for the builders involved. Fortu¬ 
nately, it’s not something that occurs all 
that often, otherwise we would hear 
about it.”

THIEVES have ransacked the 
home of a cancer sufferer, 
stealing sentimental jew¬ 
ellery as well as cash she was 
saving to buy a dream 
kitchen. 

Natalie Roantree has been left trau¬ 
matised by the break-in, in which 
mirrors were smashed, drawers 
emptied and blinds broken. 

The single mother-of four has been 
battling cancer since last April year 
and her daughter was diagnosed with 
diabetes in May last year in another 
blow to the family. 

Speaking about her devastation, 
Miss Roantree, who has moved out the 
house to live with a friend, said: “I 
can’t tell you about how I’m feeling. I 
can’t cope. 

“I feel like a nervous wreck. It feels 
like my world has collapsed at my 
feet.” 

Miss Roantree had made a rare trip 
out to get a takeaway when thieves 
struck at her Small Street home in 
West Bromwich just after 8.30pm on 
Friday. 

They forced a window open to gain 
entry before stealing £1,700 cash and 
£2,500 worth of jewellery. 

Sentimental 

Sentimental items taken included a 
gold necklace that used to belong to 
Miss Roantree’s late grandmother. 

Friend and mother-of-two Gina 
Henderson, of Church Lane, West 
Bromwich, said the theft had dis¬ 
tressed Miss Roantree. 

“That kitchen was a dream she had 
set her heart on,” said the 39-year-old. 

“She wanted to treat her kids 
because of all they had been through. 
But now it will all have to be shelved.” 

Miss Roantree underwent an 11- 


hour operation last month relating to 
the cancer, now said to be in remission. 

She had been saving for the kitchen 
for the past year and has already put a 
£1,000 deposit down. She said three of 
her dogs had also been traumatised by 
the burglary. 

Friends are now organising an 


auction to raise money for Miss 
Roantree and Miss Henderson is 
asking anyone who wants to make a 
donation to call 07712 646898. 

A police spokesman said they were- 
investigating and asked for anyone 
with information about the break-into 
call them on 101.

Bidding to start at £50k 
for town's landmark pub 


ONE of the West Midlands’ best- 
known pubs, famed for its under¬ 
ground steak restaurant, will go 
under the hammer at a guide 
price of just £50,000.

“It is a fantastic building. What makes it 
really special is downstairs. Below street 
level there was a steakhouse with spectac¬ 
ular Edwardian tilework, almost as bright 
as it was 100 years ago.” 

Ian Tudor of CP Bigwood, the firm han¬ 
dling the sale, said the pub had been van¬ 
dalised from top to bottom, and her added: 
“It’s a great pity.”

The famous scene which begins act IV in 
which ‘swans’ rise from the misty lake, drew 
an appreciative gasp from the audience. 

Let other productions break barriers - 
keep this production preserved like a listed 
monument for future generations. 

It bodes well for a magical Cinderella from 
the company at the Hippodrome from 
November 21.

Jesus Christ Superstar, 
NIA, Birmingham 

MORE than 40 years since it 
was created by Andrew 
Lloyd Webber and Tim Rice, 
the showbiz lord can be sat¬ 
isfied that his rock opera 
Jesus Christ Superstar 
finally got the spectacular 
arena treatment in the UK 
he first envisaged when aged 
in his 20s. 

In his programme notes, 
Lloyd Webber said he was 
always as much into Led 
Zeppelin as Rodgers and 
Hammerstein and it showed 
in this loud, brash and pas¬ 
sionate production. 

The story of Christ’s 
betrayal, trial and crucifix¬ 
ion was updated to the 21st 
century, with Jesus and his 
disciples amid anti-capital¬ 
ist protesters and rioters. 

Former Radio 1 DJ Chris 
Moyles had a five minute 
cameo in a red crushed- 
velvet suit but nearly stole 
the show as King Herod, the 
TV quiz host of ‘Lord or 
Fraud’. His ragtime number 
included one of Rice’s best 
lines - “prove to me that 
you’re no fool, walk across 
my swimming pool.”

Melanie C played a 
tatooed Mary Magdalene 
and made I Don’t Know How 
To Love Him her own. Alex 
Hanson added gravitas as 
Pontius Pilate, a slick lawyer 
who runs out of patience 
with Jesus and the squab¬ 
bling Jews. 

In the first act TV talent 
show winner Ben Forster, as 
Jesus, was overshadowed by 
Tim Minchin’s mercurial, 
thrilling portrayal of Judas. 

The Australian singer- 
songwriter is known as a 
comedian and co-creator of 


West End hit Matilda but he 
brought rock star glamour 
and utter conviction to the 
role of Judas. The dread- 
locked apostle rails against 
God for using him and his 
friend Jesus as pawns in his 
plan before a chilling realis¬ 
tic suicide by hanging. 

It made Forster raise his 
game. Something clicked in 
the garden of Gethsemane 
and his voice and charisma 
burst through like a dam 
breaking. 

Powerful 

When a crown of thorns 
was thrust upon his head 
and his bloody body raised 
aloft on a lighting rig cruci¬ 
fix, as he screamed with 
anguish, it was one of the 
most powerful scenes I have 
seen on stage. It left the 
audience stunned, until 
thunderous applause and 
people rose from their seats 
in a standing ovation. 

I had previously thought 
of Jesus Christ Superstar as 
a dated oddity from the 
hippy era. So this impressive 
production was nothing 
short of a revelation.

Improvements to 
pedestrian routes 
part of £8.2m plan 

WORK has been carried out to make busy pedes¬ 
trian routes in West Bromwich town centre more 
attractive. 

The improvements have been made to stretches 
of the High Street outside West Bromwich Town 
Hall, the Memorial Gardens and West Bromwich 
Library. 

As well as new paving being laid, trees have been 
planted, bus shelters upgraded and new bins 
installed to boost the appearance of the town 
centre.

An explosive evening is 
in store for the family 


I t’s February 2011, and Twitter starts 
buzzing with requests from stars to 
watch Friday Night Dinner, the new 
sitcom from Robert Popper. 

As a producer of Peep Show 
and script editor on The Inbetweeners, 
he certainly earned his comedy 
stripes, but at the time it was 
anyone’s guess whether FND would 
be a hit. 

It helped that Popper secured the 
services of two of the hottest talents in 
British comedy - Tamsin Greig (Black 
Books, Episodes) and Simon Bird 
(The Inbetweeners). 

The fact it was backed by one of 
Blighty’s most successful producers, 
Nira Park (Shaun of the Dead, Hot 
Fuzz), was an added bonus. (Popper 
has tiny roles in both movies in case 
you were wondering). 

The concept of FND was simplicity 
itself: each episode took place over 
the course of a Friday night, as 
twenty-something brothers Adam 
(Bird) and Jonny (Tom Rosenthal) 
went round to their parents; Jackie 
and Martin Goodman, for dinner. 


eccentric artist Brian in Spaced and 
creepy medic Alan in Green Wing, 
would often steal the show. 

Though only a secondary character, 
his turn as the Goodmans’ neighbour 
Jim Bell - loosely inspired by one of 
Popper’s neighbours, who acted like 
Salvador Dali - soon became must- 
see viewing, especially as Jim’s 
interest with Jackie borders on 
obsessive. 

That he was terrified of his own 
Belgian Shepherd, Wilson, also led to 
many hilarious interludes. While some 
sitcoms such as The Big Bang Theory 
benefit from a high gag-per-minute 
count, others such as this show have 
more of a slow drip effect. 

All of which brings us to this second 
run (Sunday, Channel 4,10pm), and 
adhering to the well-worn formula ‘If it 
ain’t broke, don’t fix it; Mr Popper’s 
sitcom is still milking the same formula 
of domestic awkwardness and nosey 
neighbours. 

This week, Grandma (Frances 
Cuka) introduces the family to her new 
boyfriend, but the seasoned 
curmudgeon soon upsets everyone 
with his rude behaviour. _ 


Dad (Paul Ritter) cannot stand him 
and hides in his shed, but nobody is 
prepared for what happens when the 
guest suddenly loses his temper. 

A good rule of thumb for any 
wordsmith is ‘write what you know; 
which may be one of the reasons 
Popper’s semi-autobiographical sitcom 
touches a chord with millions, 
including his family. 

“It’s very loosely based on them,” he 
explained in one interview. ‘Although 
there are a few scenes which are 
completely, 100 per cent lifted from 
stuff that happened in my house.” 

Friday Night Dinner’s success has 
not gone unnoticed across the Pond, 
and NBC has recently been planning 
a version for the all important 
American market. 

The West Wing’s Allison Janney and 
Monk’s Tony Shalhoub have been 
cast as mum and dad for a pilot 
episode, with The Office’s Greg 
Daniels penning the Stateside 
edition. 

Whether that goes to a full series is 
anyone’s guess, but if it does there’s a 
good bet Mr Popper will be laughing 
all the way to the bank. _

PREDICTING what customers might want is 
one thing, but getting it right time after time is 
what really separates the successful car 
companies from the also-rans. 

2003 saw Mercedes unveil what was, for its time, a radical 
four-door ‘coupe’. The initial response to the firm’s CLS was 
a lot of puzzled faces. How things have changed. 

Now into its second generation and having triggered a 
handful of me-too cars, Mercedes had added a niche within 
a niche in the shape of a CLS Shooting Brake. 

Really it’s just a posh alternative to an estate car, but this 
CLS looks better than your average big box on wheels. 

That’s the point. The CLS has succeeded because there 
are enough people who want the practicality of a big saloon 
but also want something more stylish. 

The same logic supports the Shooting Brake concept - 
with 590 litres of space in regular trim and 1,550 litres with 
the rear seats folded, it’s no four-wheeled trinket but a 
capable load-lugger for all but the most demanding owners. 

To satisfy the fashionistas there’s not a straight line to be 
seen anywhere. 

Well, that’s not strictly true as you’ll see plenty of straight 
lines if you opt for the wood decking for the rear load space. 
Yes, you can buy a CLS wagon with a wood floor. Proof, if 
you needed it, that Mercedes is aiming high in the style 
stakes with this streamlined station wagon. 

Yet, for all the car’s aesthetic attributes, the CLS Shoot¬ 
ing Brake easily appeals to your practical side. 

Like its four-door cousin, the Shooting Brake swallows a 
full complement of adults. The headlining in the back has a 
cutout section to boost headroom, while the rear doors open 
wide enough to make getting in and out straightforward. 

Up front the instruments, controls and layout will be 
familiar to CLS and E-Class fans, and it’s top marks for the 
quality and design of the materials in the cabin. Leather 
chairs are standard, although the CLS wouldn’t be a Mer¬ 
cedes if there wasn’t a long list of tempting options. 

The two trim levels - regular and AMG Sport - offer a 
good level of equipment, including leather upholstery, 
satnav, alloy wheels, climate control, seven-speed auto 
gearbox and plenty of safety kit. 

The AMG Sport variants include a subtle bodykit, 
sportier suspension, larger alloy wheels and LED head¬ 
lights. Audio upgrades, contrasting cabin trim choices, dif¬ 
ferent leather and wheels plus a host of other comfort and 
safety kit form the bulk of the cost options. 

Mercedes has sensibly limited the choice of engines to 
three - two diesel and one petrol. 

Being an estate car of sorts, diesel makes a lot of sense, 
and Mercedes’ popular 250 and 350 CDI units offer afford¬ 
able and more than adequate performance, while economy 
and emissions ratings are close enough to pick the more 
powerful motor with a relatively clean conscience. 

The 250 and 350 CDI diesel engines output a reasonable 
201bhp and healthy 261bhp respectively, plus 53.3mpg and 
135g/km C02 for the smaller four-cylinder engine and 
47.1mpg and 161g/km for the six-cylinder motor. 

That petrol engine? It’s Mercedes’ new 5.5-litre turbo 
AMG unit, which means 549bhp through the rear wheels 
and a noise that’ll frighten small children. 

Those diesel offerings will be kinder on your finances, 
with the 250 CDI providing a balance of economy and cruis¬ 
ing ability and the more powerful 350 CDI delivering an 
extra slug of power and torque to make light work of hills, 
hauling kit and high-speed motoring. 

Factor in the car’s well-judged suspension - including air 
springs at the rear, long wheelbase, variable assistance 
steering and smart auto gearbox - and it’s hard not to find 
the CLS a soothing and rewarding experience. 

The CLS Shooting Brake boasts a larger than life person¬ 
ality Its bold looks and surprisingly practical layout ensures 
that it’s destined for great things. 

In 2003 the original car caught many by surprise, but this 
Shooting Brake is a welcome and timely addition to the CLS 
range.

Thrilling times for 
the buoyant Baggies

STEVE CLARKE is still adopting a 
‘safety first message’ despite 
Albion’s record-breaking start to 
the season. 

While fans are dreaming of challenging 
for a top six slot and possibly even of a 
Europa League excursion or two, Clarke is 
refusing to get carried away. 

‘Twenty-six more points are still required 
to achieve objective No.l’ was the message 
from boss and players, referring to the 
target to ensure Premier League safety. 

Yet while Clarke and his team sounded a 
knowing note of caution to end another fine 
day in their fabulous autumn, they won’t 
stop Baggies fans enjoying the next couple of 
weeks. And why not? 

These are heady days indeed to follow 
Albion with another little piece of club 
history re-written on Saturday as hapless 
QPR became the latest victims ejected from 
Fortress Hawthorns, chastened by a home 
side brimming with belief. 

And try as they might to strike a balance 
between excitement and realism, those 
inside the camp will have their work cut out 
putting a lid on the soaring optimism. 

Stiff tests await when Clarke and Co 
return to action after the latest interna¬ 
tional break with Manchester City and 
Newcastle ready to pounce on any hint of 
complacency at The Hawthorns. But for 
supporters, those sober realities can wait. 

For another two weeks at least, their side 
are riding high in the world’s most taxing 
football league and there is a fortnight of 
pride to be enjoyed. 

Not since 1919 had a Baggies side won 
their opening four home games in the top 
division. That achievement was duly 
chalked up by the boys of 2012 despite some 
second-half difficulties. 

The side of 93 years ago extended the 
sequence to six Hawthorns victories en- 
route to the First Division title. 


And, while even the most optimistic 
Baggies fans will not expect the Premier 
League trophy in the cabinet next May, 
there is a growing sense that Clarke’s men 
are capable of giving their supporters a very 
special season to celebrate. 

The fourth of their home successes was a 
curious mixed-bag of a victory. Albion’s least 
assured all-round Hawthorns display so far 
contained their best footballing moments. 

The first two goals to be scored past Ben 
Foster on home turf made for a nervous 
second half and owed much to some unchar¬ 
acteristic sloppiness in the Albion ranks. Yet 
the pacy, incisive attacking play that 
secured three points was, at times, truly 
thrilling. 

It was not only the Baggies goals that 
caught the eye, there were other moments of 
excellence, too, with Zoltan Gera and Shane 
Long spurning excellent opportunities to 
claim more memorable goals. 


The Baggies were aided and abetted by 
some shocking Rangers defending for whom 
Anton Ferdinand and Clint Hill had torrid 
afternoons. But there was no denying the 
confidence and sense of purpose flowing 
through Clarke’s side, who set the tone as 
early as the sixth minute with a fabulous 
opening goal. 

Long turned on the right and his foot race 
with Hill proved a mismatch as the Irish¬ 
man raced towards the byline and delivered 
a pinpoint cross that the fast-arriving James 
Morrison simply had to guide past Julio 
Cesar with his head. 

Morrison returned the favour nine 
minutes later when he tore past Hill and 
crossed for Long, who had sparked the 
counter-attack by clearing a corner but was 
unable to end it as his far-post shot flew 
over. But when Hill was outsprinted again 
on 22 minutes by Morrison and Ferdinand 
failed to cut out the cross, Gera seized on the 


loose ball and swept home his side’s second. 

It took two pieces of magic for Rangers to 
reduce the arrears as Esteban Granero’s 
sumptuous pass was matched by Adel 
Taarabt’s super volleyed finish 10 minutes 
before the break. And moments later 
another incisive Baggies break saw Peter 
Odemwingie’s crossfield pass release Gera, 
who was denied only by Cesar’s low save. 

The half-time interval brought about a 
loss of cohesion for the Baggies, who lacked 
a crispness in their passing until the final 
five minutes, with the goal of the game as 
they sliced Rangers open with a one-touch 
move started and ended by Mulumbu. 

Even then, Granero had time to bend 
home a late goal and Jose Bosingwa squan¬ 
dered an excellent stoppage-time chance to 
grab an unlikely point. 

It tested the nerves of Baggies fans. But 
now they can look forward to a fortnight of 
happy reflection. 


Heathens 
wait for 
a ruling 
on Bates 

DUDLEY HEATHENS are 
waiting for clarification 
from the sport’s governing 
body regarding the eligibil¬ 
ity of Mildenhall reserve 
Josh Bates in last Sunday’s

has made a stunning recov¬ 
ery, scored 10 + 2 on his 
return to the Tigers side.

Now the Heathens man¬ 
agement team have issued 
the following statement: 

“It is quite clear we could 
have objected on the day to 
the use of Josh but that 
would not have been fair on 
the Mildenhall and Dudley 
fans who had paid to watch 
the meeting. 

“The situation, as we see 
it, is that the referee made a 
note of the Josh Bates issue 
on his report. 

“It has been brought to 
our attention that Milden¬ 
hall were informed by the 
British Speedway Promot¬ 
ers’ Association that Josh 
Bates could not be brought 
back into the side. 

“Josh was also not in 
Mildenhall’s team declara¬ 
tion but still rode on Sunday. 

“As stated previously by 
our chairman, if Josh’s 
inclusion was legal and 
above board then we have no 
problem with it. But it 
appears that is not the case 
and we await clarification 
from the BSPA.”

WORLD CHAMPION Carl Froch 
has again put in a call to the Black 
Country for sparring partners as 
he prepares to defend his IBF 
super middleweight title. 

He is in training to defend the 
crown he wrested from Lucian 
Bute in some style five months 
ago, going up against American 
Yusaf Mack next month. 

It is the second straight title 
fight at the Nottingham Arena on 
November 17 for the 35-year-old, 
with Dudley’s Ryan Aston also in 
action on the undercard. 

Aston sparred with Froch 
before his last fight but, this time, 
Tipton’s Ricky Summers was 
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brought in to put ‘the Cobra’ 
through his paces in the gym. 

Summers travelled down with 
his new trainer Paul Gough to 
Froch’s training base in Notting¬ 
ham, with just one fight under his 
belt as a professional. 

Froch needed a tall, rangy 
opponent boxing from an ortho¬ 
dox stance to mirror the actions of 
the 6ft-plus Mack and Summers 
easily fitted the bill. 

The 25-year-old boxed for 
England and reached a national 
ABA semi-final in 2010 repre¬ 
senting Team GB coach Bob 


Dillion’s club, Lions ABC in 
Dudley. Chris Eubank junior in 
London may be the next sparring 
assignment for Summers and the 
Black Country fighter is happy to 
hit the road for the best training. 

He said: “It was a great experi¬ 
ence with Carl. He’s a world 
champion and I picked up a lot off 
him. 

“He’s a nice guy, as well and we 
had a good chat after the spar. 

“He’s so heavy-handed and you 
have to be switched on. He is so 
good at capitalising on your mis¬ 
takes and cutting the range down. 

“We went down there with a 
game plan, working with a long 


jab and throwing all of my shots 
from there, because I am tall for 
the weight.” 

Summers has changed trainers 
to Gough from Shaun Cooper due 
to work commitments, as he 
needs his training sessions to be 
later in the evening. 

The car dealer sells motors and 
parts from a small salvage yard 
and turned to Gough, who had 
originally expressed an interest 
when he turned pro. 

Priory Park ABC in Dudley is 
his new training base and 
Summers has been told he will 
next box at Wolverhampton Civic 
Hall on November 30. 


HAWTHORNS HERO 
EYES A EURO PUSH 


JONAS OLSSON is on a Euro mission after signing a 
new lucrative contract at The Hawthorns. 

The hugely popular central defender has ended specula¬ 
tion regarding his future by agreeing a four-year deal that 
could net him around £7m. 

Albion’s best start to a season for nearly 100 years will 
have helped persuade Swede Olsson to commit his remain¬ 


ing peak years to the club. 

And the 29-year-old 
believes the Baggies have 
never been better placed for 
a return to European foot¬ 
ball for the first time in 30 
years. 

“I really feel the club has 
been managed in the very 
best way. We’ve been 
keeping the squad intact 
over the last few years, ” said 
Olsson, who joined the club 
for £800,000 from NEC 
Nijmegen in 2008 . 

“We’ve had a chance to 
really connect as a group. 
It’s a very nice group and I 
always come into training 
with a smile on my face. 

“I’m really happy to be 
part of that and it is vital you 
are happy in that way. 

“But why not Europe? 
Last season we were up 
there fighting for it. We 
didn’t go all the way to the 
top seven, top eight last year 
but if we keep performing 
like this, who knows where 
the season could take us? 

“I very much like where 
the club is going and the way 
we have progressed over the 
last few years. 

“That made the decision, 
in the end, easy.” 

Olsson’s new deal ties him 
to Albion until the summer 
of 2016 and is expected to 
make him one of the 
Baggies’ highest-paid 
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players with wages in excess 
of £40,000 per week. 

The deal is the latest coup 
for the Baggies, who com¬ 
pleted the permanent 
signing of goalkeeper Ben 
Foster in the summer on a 
long-term deal and agreed a 
new four-year contract with 
midfielder James Morrison 
last month. 

Olsson also admitted his 
partnership with Gareth 
McAuley was a key factor in 
his decision to commit his 
future to Albion. 

Northern Ireland interna¬ 
tional McAuley has been a 
huge hit alongside Olsson 
since arriving on a free 
transfer the summer before 
last. 

“I finally feel I’ve been 
able to get a good partner¬ 
ship at centre-half,” said. 
Olsson. “I very much enjoy 
playing with Gareth and I 
hope our relationship can be 
a long one. 

“One of the reasons I have 
re-signed is that I really love 
playing with him. He’s a 
good guy as well and that 
makes it easier to connect. 

“It’s normal when you 
play next to each other on 
the field to talk a lot and be 
friends. I definitely feel a 
connection with him.”
